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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


A Nuisance - But To Everyone 


Gravel pits always create a nuisance when they exist in 
a residential area — but is this sufficient reason to ban 
them? 

A hearing Monday night brought out many residents of 
Central and Abbot sts., who objected particularly to the 
noise and vibration from trucks, and to a lesser degree to 
the dust and noise from the so-called Foster pit itself. 


We agree that trucks may be annoying — and they cer- 
tainly have annoyed many residents in scattered sections 
of town over the past few years. 

But let’s face the facts. 

Trucks annoy residents of Central and Abbot sts. no 
more than they bother residents of, say, River rd. The 
vibration is the same, the clashing of gears is no less, the 
possible danger to children is no greater. 

Unless we are willing to ban the operation of gravel 
trucks in the community, unless they have haul roads 
directly to a major highway, it appears that we must put 
up with them. 

In any event, the pit in question existed prior to the 
adoption of the zoning by-laws and thus is a recognized 
non-conforming use in the area. It is doubtful whether the 
operation can be denied, even if that should be the Select- 
men’s desire. We remember all too well the attempts made 
to close down the Essex Sand and Gravel operation, and 
the resulting court edict that it may continue. 


Garden Plot On Main St. 


From time to time we hear people conversing about their 
town, and ultimately they turn to discussing the beautifica- 
tion of Main st. 

One suggestion appears to have merit — the creation of 
the small plot in front of the town hall as a garden, per- 
haps with the flag pole in the center. 

Obviously this small area, which now parks four cars, 
could be spared from that purpose without adding to the 
parking problems in the shopping district. And the addi- 
tion of a spot of beauty in front of our municipal building 
would certainly be welcome. 

Possibly, if the town saw fit to remove the hard surface 
and replace it with loam, an organization such as the 
Garden Club might offer its services in planting and 
maintaining the area. 

One incidental benefit from such a project could be the 
relocation of the flag pole. Now projecting high into the 
skies, the pole has been out of use for many months be- 
cause there is no equipment available to hoist a man to 
the top of the pole. We have been forced to use the Law- 
rence ladder truck for this before, but that piece of equip- 
ment broke down in our neighboring city, while trying to 
perform this same task at a school there. Perhaps it could 
be placed in a base sunk into the ground, thus making it 
easier to service the pole, and to maintain the tradition of 
having the flag flying in front of the town hall. 


Lower Quorum Suggested 


The suggestion has been made by several citizens that 
the town’s quorum requirement be reduced, so that it is 
easier to handle the problem of town meeting adjourn- 
ments, 

As is quite obvious, there are extreme difficulties on 
occasion, when fewer than the required 350 voters attend. 
There have been times when a special meeting has failed; 
and then there are occasions when adjourned sessions 
must be further adjourned until 350 voters show up. 

Whether or not it is advisable to reduce the quorum 1s a 
question that will take some study. 

While it would be obviously easier to hold a meeting if, 
say, 150 became a quorum, it would also further reduce the 
need for voter participation in our municipal affairs. 

Perhaps there is a middle ground — one where a quorum 
for a special town meeting would remain relatively high, 
while reducing the number for an adjourned meeting when 
remaining articles are necessary but routine. 

Some thought might be given to this general problem 
before the next annual session, with the hope that an 
answer might be presented to the voters for action then.

Soviet Russia under the auspices 
of the National Students’ Asso- 
ciation, accompanying four 
graduate students of the University 
of Colorado. 

When he gets to India, Drayton 
wants to visit and talk with the 
people, and become increasingly 
familiar with their thinking, and 
to understand their culture, 

In the meantime, he spends much 
of his spare time reading about 
India, and its contributions to the 
world. 

During the rémainder of the 
year, the Society will sponsor 
additional films on India and Asia; 
plans to arrange exhibits in the 
Academy library; and is encourag- 
ing informal discussion groups at 
least onceeachweek, _to further 
explore subjects discussed at the 
more formal meetings held Sunday 
nights.

Mr. Foster said he believes the 
gravel trucks are safer than cars, 
as far as the children are 
concerned, because the boys and 
girls are warned by the noise that 
a vehicle is coming. 

There were suggestions that 
trucks be required to use other 
Streets than Central and Abbot, 
but no decisions were reached, 

Several proponents spoke at the 
hearing, in addition to those ob-= 
jecting to the trucks. In main, 
even the speakers who were 
concerned about the traffic 
indicated that they have no wish 
to put Mr. Foster out of business. 

They recognized that the Foster 
family has been in town for a 
long time, and one speaker even 
pointed out that some consideration 
should be given to Mr. Foster 
because of the many things done 
for the community by his ances- 
tors.
